Tue Meerut Gazette, of the 2nd of January, quotes the 
Koh-i-Noor, to the effect that Lalla Seeta Ram Sahib, Mem- 
ber of the Municipal Committee, having, at Loodiana, opened 
out a grain store in which grain had been stored for fifty-eight 
years, a report was made to the Inspector-General of Police, 
and a sample of the grain sent to the members of the Health 
Committee, who pronounced it unwholesome ; orders were 
conseqtently passed to have it burned. The editor is of opinion, 
that in most districts the grain-dealers keep their grain stored 
too long, and that the British Government ought to make 
enquiries through the Collectors and Magistrates of Distriats, . 
and issne orders for the destruction of all granaries that have 
been more than three years in existence, in order that the 
pablie may not be injured by partaking of their contents.

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- The same: paper of the 14th of December: publishes the 
Sliding | :—‘ For the advancement of Hindoostan, two things 
are necessary to be removed from the minds of Hindoostanees, 
which, if removed, would, we think, be replaced by advance- 
ment, and the feeling of confidence accomplished.’ One of 
these things is personal prejudice, which is an evil of such 
magnitude, that, like a disease, it works inwardly, and ruins the 
frame of man; until, likea tree rotting inwardly; it falls to the 
ground. The whic is indolence and slothfulness, and extra- 
vagance; which, combined, are very destructive when it grows 
upon a man.” The writer goes on to show how prejudice 
works against the interests of mankind, how it works enmity 
between man and man; &c., &c. He further instances the life 
of Mahmood Guznavee, how his twelve attacks were planned 
for the sole-purpose of destroying the temple of Somnath, and 
how the Moulvie Ameer Ali, of Oudh, prepared to dig up 
‘© Ajoodhia ki Hunoomén Ghurrie ;” and he says, ‘‘ as this is of 
recent date, we have hopes of our readers remembering it, and 
all the-quorrels of the Mussulmans with the Hindoos, In the 
wars between the Roman Catholics and Protestants on account 
of their religion, and in the Crusades, how many thousands 
fell. And: when the Mahrattas gained power, how they pre- 
pared to root out the Mahomedans, and as far as they could, 
they: worked their ruin; even now, if they had the opportu- 
nity, they would do the same.” | He then proceeds to point.out

God is one, and his ways and. wishes are 
not known to any one; so Jet human beings give up this kind 
Ws of prejudice, and act in such a way that peace may prevail; 
it) for God, too, seems willing. It should also be remembered, 
HA that God is not a lover of. flattery ; and that we cannot do.a 
i thing, and then by flattering speeches obtain his pardon. , If 
i | this is taught in schools, prejudice will. soon be at an end. 
Moreover, in our opinion, if those who, for the promotion of 
} their own creed, take to street-preaching, were, for the sake of 
ag the public good, to discontinue their custom, it would be wells 
Hi because when such people stand up and argue, their atgu- 
if ments must. give rise to prejudice and malice in the minds of 
Ww their hearers. The other word—indolence—is such an evil, 
Wl that if a poor man falls into its snare, it brings him to ruin 
| and death ; while, if the rich are governed by it, their health is 
injured, and happiness and comfort gone for ever: in fact, it 
brings with it all sorts of evils. The inhabitants of Hindoo- 
stan are captives to this, and are parasites.’ The writer en-+

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‘from giving and ‘taking ;  bathis.realobjcut is ‘to ind ace eto 
‘and all to:assist edeh:other,iand let tho:help bd uch that thére 
‘may: be: no: less ‘to either party. \ He goes on tesay's "Reb 
flect; -and see the amourt of money: which hag been spent 
among tha Chutrees:(a caste), where: hundreds of ‘Bralmitis' gd 
and feed ; and, becoming quite unconcerned, pass their lives in 
‘indolence and ignorance, and are not worth any work. . If all 
‘this money had been employed in some work in which people 


might be. kept employed, how much. more. all would haye 


profited, both in wealth and. prosperity.” . The writer. then 
refers to the conduct of the Maharajah of Baroda, — how he 
gave money tothe Brahmins, which money’ he collected: by 
annoying and oppressing his subjects; and adds' that it’is the 
custom for Chiefs to give money to such parasites, while’ the 
poor, the lame, and the blind, are not even notieed., ‘He 'then 
eoncludes as follows :—“ We say, with truth, that if the Hin- 
doostanees:do not avail themselves of the encouragement:to do 
good given them in the reign of the English, they will never 
have another opportunity. The Hinddéostdnee Chiefs have no 


greater pleasure than going to the houses of prostitutes; and 


if a child from such women is born to them, they. consider it 
no disgrace nor shame to rejoice over its birth, and to make 
merry at it: but in engaging in trade they feel.a sense of 
shame. A Chief of Lucknow was not ashamed to attend an 
entertainment given ‘by a prostitute, but at the word or name 
of merchant, he called out the Kulma, ‘ La houl wa la kuwdta? 
(‘ There is no power or virtue but in God!’). . All those whoare 
acquainted. with the dignity of an English | merchant, know 
that he not only understands the profession of a ‘merchant,
